IVYI«AND, Jan 19—A well-known 
resident of Rucks County, Charles 
M. Morrison, Secretary of Common­ 
wealth. who had achieved promi­ 
nence In the State, died Saturday 
night In Abington Hospital, where 
he had been under treatm ent for 
two week* for a heart ailment. He 
WM 98. 
Mr. Morrison was the first Secre­ 
tary of the Commonwealth to he 
appointed to two successive terms. 
He served under three Governors: 
Edward Martin, from 1943 to 1947; 
John C. Bell, during the 19-day In­ 
terim between M artin's resignation 
to enter the Senate and the inaugu­ 
ration of James H. Duff, and under 
Duff from 1947 until last autumn, 
when he resigned because of III 
health. 
Mr. Morrison w m appointed to 
Martin's Cabinet after directing 
publicity for him In the 1943 cam­ 
paign. He also assist od In tho elec­ 
tio n of Governor Duff In 1949, al­ 
th o u g h he WM In III health at the 
I time. 
I 
Mr. Morrison'* service In tho Gov­ 
ernor's Cabinet followed a long 
career on newspapers In the Mid­ 
west and In Philadelphia. 
Born In Jefferson county. III., In 
lis t, M r Morrison studied at Mc- 
Kendree College. Lebanon. III., and 
was a high school principal In Fair- 
Held. IU., from 1902 to 1907. His 


newspaper career began In 1909 on 
the St. Units Republic, where he 
filled ninny positions before joining 
the St. Louis Glove-monocrat In 
1919 
He became chief editorial writer 
of the Public ledger In Philadelphia 
In 1921, also serving In the same 
capacity from 1924 to 1929 for the 
New York Evening Post. 
During 
that period Cyrus H. Curtis owned 
both newspapers. 
Ile was director of the editorial 
pages and assoslate editor of both 
the Public Ledger and the Evening 
Public Ledger from 1924 to 1929; 
acting editor 1929-so. then editor 
until 1934. then editor of the Eve 
nlng ledger, which was dlscontln 
ucd In 1942 
Mr. Morrison, whose home Is on 
M etros road. was one of the best 
liked and moat-respected men on 
Capitol Hill. 
He wan a member of the Anteri 
can Society of Newspaper F etors, 
the American Academy of Political 
and Social 
Sciences, the Union 
League and Washington's National 
Pre** Club 
He Is survived by his mother. 
Mellsse (I. of Mount Vernon. Ill 
his wife. Dana R te Matey Morri­ 
son; a son, Maxey N. of Swarth­ 
more; a daughter.

Total stopping distances are more than above 
braking distances, however, because it takes overage driver three-quarters of a second 
to react and apply brake* after teeing reason to stop. This means 12 feet at 20 m.p.h. 
or 44 feet at 40 m.p.h., according to Prof. Ralph A. Moyer of the University of 
California. He is chairman of research committee which will conduct more exhaustive 
tests at Clintonville, Wit. this winter to find antidote for accidents.
